Lee Han Lim, commander of 
South Korea’s powerful First 
Field Army, has pledged full | 
support to objectives of the mili- 
tary junta now running the gov- | 
ernment. 


If true, this is a setback for | 
the elected regime of Premier, 
John M. Chang and for United | 
States Lt, Gen. Carter B. Magrv- | 
der, the commander of United | 
Nations forces who had urged | 
the rebel junta to return power | 
to the regular authorities. 

The radio station, controlled 
by the military committee of Lt. 
Gen. Chang Do Yung, broadcast 
what it said was a statement of 
full support by Lee. 


The statement delcared all of- 


ficers and men under Lee’s com- | 
mand, which helps guard the | 


Korean truce line as part of | 
Magruder’s forces, would 
operate fully to complete the | 
junta’s revolutionary task. 
Aiming at Corruption. 

That task, as outlined by the 
junta, is to wipe out political 
cGrruption and incompetence and 
rébuild South Korea. 

‘The radio said the statement |

WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
The Senate started voting today 
em the $2.550,000,000 public ele- 
mentary and high school aid bil! 
with the way apparently cleared 
for passage. 

The bill is a key measure in 
President Kennedy's congres- 
sional program. 

The Senate began by rejecting 
an amendment to the bill which 
would have barred the Govern 
ment from with withholding aid 
to ségregated schools 

The vote was 70 to 25 

Senate Democratic leaders an- 
nounced late yesterday they had 
abandoned any plans to add pro 
visions for ‘aid to church schools 
to the pending measure 

However, they said work would 
proceed promptly on a separate 
bilk—to extend the National De 
fense Education Act — which 
would provide some funds for 
priyate schools. 


The announcement was made 
after: a two-hour closed-door 
meeting in the office of Senate 
Democratic majority leader 
Mike Mansfield of Montana. 

Decision Was Senators’. 

Attending the meeting were 
Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare Abraham A. Ribi- 
coff and Lawrence F. O'Brien, 
White House congressional liai- 
son chief. Mansfield insisted 
that the decision was that of 
Democratic Senate leaders alone. 


For. two weeks these leaders 
had been considering a move to 
tie together the general school 
bill and the National Defense 
Education Act extension. 


The idea was that the aid for 
private schools in the latter 
would make the legislation more 
palatable to Catholics who orig- 
inally had demanded that the, 
be included in the general meas- 
ure, 

Mansfield said after vyester- 
day’s meeting it had been agreed 
such a strategy would create 
more problems than it would 
solve. 

The general bill carries 
$2,.550,000,000 in grants to the 
states for the next three years 
to be used for teacher salaries, 
or school construction, or both. 


Numerous floor amendments 
are to be offered and it still was 
doubtful whether the bill could 
be passed this week. i 


The House Education and La- 
bor committee approved an out- 
lay of $2,500,000,000 for school 
aid today. 

Committee action in the House 
was only tentative. As it stood 
when the committee accepted 
the figures, the measure would 
provide aid for teachers salaries 
as well as school construction. 
That provision could be knocked 
out by a later vote. 

The sum is $200,000,000 more 
than the President asked for. 


The issue of aid for private 
and parochial! schools also is still 
before the committee. 

Hearings on Related Bill. 

Meanwhile, the Senate educa- 
tion subcommittee begins closed- 
door sessions on the Nationa! 
Defense Education Act extension 
bill. 

Senator Wayne Morse (Dem.), 
Oregon, committee chairman, 
said he saw no chance his group 
could finish with the measure in 
one session today. 

Mansfield, however, said that 
the bill would be rushed to the 
floor as soon as possible, and 
that debate on it might follow 
the general school legislation. 

The 1958 Defense Education 
Act provides for loans to college 
students, aid to elementary and 
grade and high schools in ob- 
taining equipment for teaching 
of science, mathematics and 
foreign languages, graduate fel- 
lowships, teacher training insti- 
tutes and other aids.

It would trim the allowance 
on duty-free imports from $500 
to $100. 


The bill is part of a legislative 
package by which Mr. Kennedy 
proposes to halt the outflow of 
gold from the United States. 

Ignoring a charge of “lousy 
boondoggle,”” the House tenta- 
tively approved legislation yes- 
terday to set up a new multi- 
million dollar federal agency to 
lure foreign tourists to American 
shores. A final vote on passage 
of the bill is scheduled today. 

The bill, requested by the Ad- 
ministration, would establish an 
office of international travel and 
tourism. The office would direct 
a government advertising cam- 
paign to encourage foreign trav- 
elers to come to the United 
States. 

A similar measure has 
approved by the Senate. 

Representative H. R. Gross 
(Dem.), lowa, called the legisla- 
tion a “lousy boondoggle’’ and 
called on the House to reject it. 
‘Who dreams up these interna- 
tional boondoggles?’’ he asked. 

Representative Oren Harris

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SYMINGTON SAYS 


CENSORSHIP IS 
WRONGLY USED 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP) 
—Senate sources said today De- 
fense Department security cen- 
sors censored testimony by top 
military officials. three times 
before allowing some of it to be 
made public. 

At the same time, Senator 
Stuart Symington (Dem.), Mis- 
souri,. contended parts of this 
testimony were withheld ‘“‘for 
public relations reasons only.” 
He said he has asked for a writ- 
ten explanation from Assistant 
Secretary of Defense Arthur 
Sylvester. 

“T think the people ought to 
have everything that can’t help 
a possible enemy,” Symington 
said in an interview. Symington 
is a former Secretary of the Air 
Force. 

The defense secrets controver- 
sy grew out of testimony before 
the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee last month by Secretary 
of Defense Robert S. McNamara 


and other Pentagon officials. | 


They appeared in support of a 
$12,500,000,000 military authoriza- 
tion. 


The committee staff sent a | 


transcript of the testimony to 
McNamara and others for re- 
moval of military secrets. Se- 
curity officels circled with red 
pencils parts to be deleted be- 
transcript was pub- 


Hundreds of Deletions. 


There were hundreds of de- | 
\letions and the committee staff | 
cut them out with razor blades | 


before having page proofs made. 
the proofs 
were sent back to the Pentagon | 
and more deletions were marked. 


Then just before printing of the 
testimony, Pentagon censors cut 
out additional sections. 

Symington called Senate atten- 
tion to these actions in a floor 
speech yesterday. He said some 
matters were stricken, not be- 
cause they involved security or 
military secrets, but for obvious 
public relations. 

He called attention to an Asso- 
ciated Press story on Russian 
missile bases. The story was 
based on official Army publica- 
tions. Symington said Details on 
Soviet Missile pads contained in 
the story differed from classified 
information ‘“‘given the Senate by 
the Central Intelligence Agency.” 

Asks for Explanation. 

“So now we keep from the 
American people broad important 
policy problems they have the | 
right to know about,” Symington 
said. “‘At the same time the De- 
partment of Defense releases de- 
tailed information about Russian 
missilery contrary tothat present- 
ed the Senate by the CIA in clas- 
sified hearings.’

Gromyko introduced two docu- 
ments proposing the demilitar- 


ization of Laos and outlining | 


arrangements for supervising the 
cease-fire. 

Gromyko and Quinin Pholsena, 
representing self-styled neutral- 
ist; fotmer Premier Souvanna 
Phouma who is recognized by the 
Communists as the legitimate 
head of the Laotian government. 
were the only speakers at the 
afternoon session. | 

‘Pholsena spoke before Gro- 
mko and expressed views simi- 
lar to those of the Soviet foreign 
mjnister. 

Rusk proposed a program to 
g¥arantee Laos’s neutrality and 
independence, and he was em- 
phatic that any International 
Control Commission set up to 
implement this plan must be 
completely free in its actions— 
subject. to veto by no one. 

Charge Against U.S. 

Gromyko put forth his views 
in a spéech in which he charged 
that the chaotic situation in Laos 
was due entirely to “interfer- 
ence” by the United States. 

He spelled out in detail the 
Kremiin’s :ideas of how Laos 
should be ‘‘neutralized’”” and in- 
sulated from the East-West con- 
flict. “ 

Gromyko’s plan for policing 
the, settlement in Laos would 
give. the Communists a_ veto 
power,over operations of the Con- 
trel Commission. 

Gromyko agreed with the as- 
sertion previously made by 
Communist Chinese’ Foreign 
Minister Chen Yi that the South- 
east Asia Treaty Organization 
should be broken up, but did not 
appear to make this a condition 
for agreement here. 

Soviet Resolution. 

The first resolution submitted 
by Russia set forth conditions 
for neutralizing Laos and insur- 
ing its ‘‘national integrity.”’ It 
said: 

There must be no foreign mil- 
itary bases in Laos. 

All foreign troops must be 
withdrawn and none permitted 
to enter in the future. 

All conference countries must 
pledge to recognize the king- 
dom’s independence and national 
integrity. 

There must be no political 
strings attached to any economic 
aid given a unified Laos. 

No forceful intervention from 
Outside is to be permitted. 

Laos will not join any military 
alliances. 

There would be immediate in- 
ternational consultation on no- 
tice of any violations of the 
agreement. 

Commission Retained. 

Gromyko’s second Soviet reso- 
Jution provided for continuance 
of the existing three-nation In- 
ternational Control Commission, 
composed of Communist Poland, 
India and Canada, for three 
years. 


He insisted that all I.C.C. de- | 


cisions be ‘‘by unanimous vote,” 
thereby calling for the built-in 
veto which Rusk specifically re- 
jected when he advanced an 
American plan this morning. 

Rusk warned in his address 
that rebel attacks are continu- 
ing in Laos and that failure to 
achieve an effective cease-fire 
will result in ‘‘a highly danger- 
ous situation.” 

Making the opening presenta- 
tion for the United States dele- 
gation, Rusk cited rebel artillery 
and infantry attacks at Padong 
near Xieng Khouang. 

He called on the 14-nation con- 
ference to get the. fighting 
stopped as ‘‘a matter of first 
importance.” 

While reports have circulated 
about continued fighting in Laos, 
this was the first official state- 
ment on what are apparently 
substantial violations of a cease- 
fire that had been verified by 
the International Control Com- 
mission on the ground. The com- 
mission is made up of repre- 
sentatives of India, Canada and 
Poland. 


“The royal Laotian govern- 
ment has made formal 
plaints to International Control 
Commission,”’ Rusk said. ‘‘Surely 
the cease-fire and proper instruc- 
tions to the I.C.C. are matters 
of first importance. This is some- 
thing which cannot be postponed. 

“An effective cease-fire is a 
prerequisite to any constructive 
results from our proceedings.” 

Rusk outlined to the confer- 
ence a three-point program for

A Welfare Program. 

In his third point, Rusk called 
on the Soviet Union to join with 
the United States and other na- 
tions in a program of aid to 
bring schools, hospitals, sanita- 
tion and other services to the 
backward country. Such a pro- 
gram would be administered, 
Rusk said, by neutral nations. 

At the close of his speech Rusk 
took note of Communist propa- 
ganda to the effect that his 
planned departure at the end of 
the week is part of a deliberate 
effort to ‘‘sabotage’’ the confer- 
ence. He said that he had all 
along planned to stay only a few 
days and then leave Ambassador 
W. Averell Harriman, whom he 
described as one of America's 
leading statesmen, as head of 
the delegation. 


On the attack against the 
United States delivered last 
night by Communist China's for- 
eign minister, Chen Yi, Rusk 
said it was, “not true and not 
new and on the whole was less 
violent on this occasion than 
language to which we have be- 
come accustomed.’ Rusk said 
in replying he would observe the 
restraint imposed by Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk of Cambodia 
who made the initial address at 
the formal opening of the con- 
ference that had been delayed 
for four days. 

“The real threats to peace are 
from -north to south and take 
many forms,’ Rusk said. “If 
these threats were to disappear, 
SEATO would wither away since 
it has only one purpose, which 
is defense.”

WASHINGTON, May 17 (UPI) 
~The Committee for Economic 
Development, a group of promi- 
nent business executives, today 
indorsed the Kennedy Admini- 
stration’s proposal to repeal the 
complete gold backing for United 
States currency. 

Repeal would tree about 1! bil 
lion dollars in United States gold 
now tied up as a money reserve. 
This would “remove any linger- 
ing doubts’ of the government's 
willingness to use all its gold 
to support the dollar in interna- 
tional finance, the C.E.D. said in 
a statement. 

Hearings on a bill to end the 
gold reserve required were sched- 
uled to start today before a 
House banking and currency sub- 
committee. Secretary of the 
Treasury Douglas Dillon, the first 
witness, will put the Administra- 
tion behind the bill. The Treasury 
helped draft the measure, which 
was introduced by Representative 
Abraham J. Ulter (Dem.), New 
York. 

The C.E.D 


called on business 


committee members, 


to lower some product prices to 
make American goods more com- 
petitive in world markets. It did 
not specify which products. It 
urged unions to co-operate. 

The C.E.D. made the recom- 
mendations in a 70-page state- 
ment entitled ‘‘The International 
Position of the Dollar.” 

The booklet generally backed 
policies and actions the govern- 
ment has adopted. It advanced 
also two proposals which federal 
experts are talking about but 
which the Administration has not 
yet adopted 

One was for an agreement by 
which industrial countries would 
voluntarily limit their right to 
change United States dollars for 
United States gold 

The other was that the United 
States draw foreign currencies 
from the International Monetary 
Fund to demonstrate its willing- 
ness to use the fund's resources 
to defend the dollar 

Dissenting Comments. 

The booklet was studded with 
dissenting comments by some 
indicating 
the complexity of the interna- 
tional payments problem and the 
diversity of views about a solu- 
tion. 

The C.E.D. said the Govern- 
ment's goal should be to elimi- 
nate, not just reduce, the United 
States balance of payments defi- 
cit. This deficit, the difference 
between United States income 
and outgo abroad, amounted to

Ramey Donovan, examiner for 
the National Labor Relations 
Board, said in findings made 
public yesterday that when the 
union struck Neo-Gravure last 
February members of the same 
local employed on the New York 
Herald-Tribune, Mirror and 
Journal-American refused to 
handle supplements printed by 
the New Jersey firm. The boy- 
cott action was soon stopped at 
the New York papers by a fed- 
eral court restraining order. 

Donovan recommended that 
the full NLRB require the Mail- 
ers local to pledge that it will 
not again engage in secondary 
boycott activities against the 
three newspapers.

HONG KONG, May 17 (AP)— 
A shortage of paper is begin- 
ning to cut into Red China's 
propaganda warfare. 

Red China exported 297 pub- 
Meations in 1957. Two years 
later, K was exporting 40. To- 
day, only seven or eight major 
publications, mostly printed on 
gray paper, are available for 
overseas distribution.

The Communist 
government in the past import- 
ed paper from eastern European 
countries. It has not been able 
to fulfill its trade agreement 
with some of these countries 
since 1959 because of a fall in 
agricultural production.

Certainly the national government 
should hear the major financial 
burden in any large dam phase of 
the Meramec basin development 
plan. However, with the tremen- 
dous benefits that will accrue to the 
citizens of Missouri and more par- 
ticularly the citizens of St. Louis 
county and the City of St. Louis, is 
there any reason why the state. 
county and city governments should 
not participate in some degree in a 
program for the Meramec? 


A considerable portion of St. 
Louis county is in the Meramec 
valley. The greatest use of recrea- 
tion facilities of all kinds in the 
valley will come from the citizens 
of the city and county. Improved 
business in the whole vailey area 
will be equally as good for metro- 
politan St. Louis as for the economy 
of the whole valley. 


The chief source of capital for 
private investors in Meramec valley 
recreational and other businesses 
will be St. Louis and St. Louis 
county financial institutions.

The recent floods on the Meramec 
no doubt bring into focus the de- 
sirability of doing something on this 
river. The same is also true of the 
need for a sewage treatment plant. 
The latter is actually of importance 
to more people than controlling the 
Meramec. The occasional floods 
may be a blessing in disguise as 
they clean out the waste that now 
enters the river. 


In figuring need for anything the 
question arises as to how to pay 
for it. ‘Just let the Federal Gov- 
ernment do it’ is perhaps the easi- 
est answer, but is it correct?

Aid for Public Schools 


As the Senate opens debate on aid to eduea- 
tion, it is important to fix attention on the 
fundamentals of the problem. 

In no country is there more talk about 
the importance of education than in the 
United States. This was true even before 
the theme was underscored by Russian mili- 
tary-scientific achievements. Yet since World 
War Il perforce slowed down the building 
of schools, the shortage of classrooms has 
increased steadily. At the end of the Eisen- 
hower years, the nation had 142,100 fewer 
classrooms than were needed. A year earlier 
the figure was 135,200. In human terms, there 
were 1,868,000 pupils in excess of normal 
classroom capacity, an increase of 122,000 
over the previous year. And as President 
Kennedy peinted out, “an average gain of 
nearly 1,000,000 pupils a year over the next 
10 years will overburden a school system 
already strained by well over a half million 
pupils in curtailed or half-day sessions.” 

Groups like the U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
say that this just is not so. They say these 
alarming figures are conjured up by setting 
the normal classroom capacity abnormally 
low. The classroom crisis, however, can be 
conjured away only by accepting a standard 
that is intolerably high. 

And what goes for classrooms goes for 
teachers, too. As the President said, the 
public schools now employ about 90,000 
teachers who really are not qualified. Tens of 
thouands of others must cope with classes so 
large that effective teaching is all but im- 
possible. 

. . L 

The school boards, dependent almost ex- 
clusively on property taxes, simply do not 
have the money to remedy the situation. Fed- 
eral aid is imperative. Yet year after year 
aid-to-education bills have foundered, largely 
because they were burdened by some sub- 
sidiary issue. Most recently it was insistence 
that federal help be denied segregated 
schools. This year, in spite of the President's 
forthright constitutional position, it may be 
the attempt to extend aid to private as well 
as public schools. If Congress allows these 
or similar issues to encumber the pending 
legislation, it will be guilty of gross irrespon- 
sibility. 

Senator Mansfield, the Democratic leader, 
says that some Senators are “thinking very 
seriously” of making some provision for non- 
public schools in another bill. If that indeed 
is the prevailing sentiment—and this is by no 
means certain—then by all means let the 
issue be brought to a test in a separate 
measure. The President and the responsible 
committees of the Senate and the House have 
recommended public aid for public schools.

To some extent, the committees have weak- 
ened the President's recommendations by 
departing from his formula under which help 
would be extended to the states—for school 
construction and for teachers’ salaries — in 
proportion to the number of children of 
school age (5 to 17 years) in their public 
schools. Instead, the committees would base 
aid on the total number of school-age chil- 
dren. This would increase the cost from an 
estimated $2,300,000,000 to roughly $2,550,- 
000,000. It would give an unwarranted ad- 
vantage to those states in which a consider- 
able number of children attend non-public 
schools. It would give substance of a sort 
to an argument that all children who are 
counted should be benefited, whether they 
are in private, parochial or public schools. 


Trouble enough may stem from the an- 
nounced intention of a number of Repub- 
licans to change the aid formula further, and 
to offer entirely different bills which would 
extend less help than the President is asking. 
Yet he himself substantially reduced the sug- 
gestions of his task force. For once, let Con- 
gress see the school crisis in its true gravity. 
Let it pass by all side issues, especially those 
dictated by self-interest of one kind or an- 
other, and let it provide adequate public 
funds for the public schools, 


And Now in Russia, Too 


Basketball scandals are weedy things; they 
spread and spread. Following the latest dis- 
closures of point-shading for the benefit of 
New York gamblers, police in Raleigh, N.C., 
arrested three North Carolina State players. 

At least we have not fallen behind the Red 
“masters of sports.” According to Soviet 
Sports, Russian athletes also have been guilty 
of “swindling and eye-washing.” Some of 
them, too, have been “fudging” scores. In 
Moscow, too, there are demands for “severe 
and strict punishment” and for a “resolute 
struggle” against practices “alien to the spirit 
of the Soviet physical culture movement and 
its traditions.” This may be a consolation of 
a sort. It may even lead to mutual understand- 
ing—of a sort. 


The Spanish Succession 


Suspicion that the Franco Government de- 
liberately freed French rightist generals for 
the recent Algerian revolt has led the French 
press to ask if fascism is dead or alive in 
Spain. The answer is that the Spanish brand 
of fascism is alive though growing older. In 
Spain itself the more pertinent question is, 
What next? 

Generalissimo Franco is 68 years old. Far 
from relinquishing his grip, last year he 
broadened his subversion laws to apply even 
to implications of opposition to the regime. 
Some Catholic supporters have tried to warn 
him that 1961 is not 1940, but.unrelaxed op- 
pression continues along with unrelieved 
misery. 

State-appointed editors manage the Spanish 
press, which explains why the Spanish people 
are protected from unsettling facts of life. For 
example, they have not been told that the 
United States has granted Spain more than a 
billion dollars in economie aid. American 
Ambassador John Davis Lodge has had to 
protest against official remarks disparaging 
our assistance. 

Yet tyranny and censorship have not stifled 
questions of the Spanish succession. From 
deep underground, Republican leaders recent- 


- ly issued a manifesto urging an electoral 


answer. Monarchists countered with a more 
open statement inviting the dictatorship to 
release power to a king. Since Franco de- 
clared Spain a kingdom 14 years ago, his 
choice for succession is clearly a monarchy, 
but what kind of monarchy? 

A traditional regime would leave little room 
for public opinion. Franco’s own eode con- 
siders public discussion of replacing: his 


regime tantamount to opposition to it. The 
final tragedy of the dictatorship would be te 
decide its successor without reference to the 
wishes of the Spanish people, but that is the 
expectation in Madrid. 


South Korea’s Travail 


If the military coup in South Korea was 
prompted by frustration over the country’s 
plight, it would be easy to comprehend. The 
divided country cannot stand on its own feet 
economically, corruption has not been elim- 
inated by the government that replaced that 
of Syngman Rhee, and the Communists in 
the north constitute an ever-present threat. 


The government of Premier Chang was duly 
elected and has been functioning since last 
September witbout arousing unusual opposi- 
tion. Inflation has continued, however, and 
it is estimated that 2,000,000 persons are 
jobless out of a population of 24,000,000. 
Newspaper reports have stated that 200,000 
South Koreans are facing starvation in out- 
lying areas. Korea is & hard land at best; it 
is estimated that only, 15 per cent of the 
37,450 square miles in the southern half of 
the country is under cultivation. : 

When natural difficulties are magnified by 
other circumstances there is a temptation to 
take drastic action, as the country did in 
throwing out the Rhee dictatorship more 
than a year ago. With massive United States 
help South Korea maintains an army of 500,- 
000 men. United Nations troops, predom- 
inantly Americans, number more than 50,000. 
In the last 15 ye some 3,000,000 refugees 
have come down m the north. Because 
of job scarcity and low pay civic corruption is 
the rule, while inflation is fed by the neces- 
sary inflow of Western funds. 


The first communique of the junta that 
seized control of the government was vague, 
but it reflected something of the foregoing. 
It spoke of the “corrupt and incompetent 
present regime,” of encouraging “a new and 
fresh outlook,” of solving “the misery of the 
masses,” of “‘reconstruction of an independ- 
ent national economy,” of “national unifica- 
tion.” 


These are noble aims, but whether all of 
them can ever be achieved is questionable. 
Unification of north and south seems unlikely 
in the foreseeable future. A viable econ- 
omy, independent of outside aid, may be im- 
possible. Cause enough for deep frustration, 
to be sure, but a situation which is unlikely 
to be improved by a military revolt. 


Abusing the ‘Rule of Three’? 


The municipal merit system’s “rule of 
three” of late has come under increasing at- 
tack from several quarters of the city’s Negro 
community. Under the rule, city department 
heads or other appointing authorities are 
permitted to hire any one of the top three 
highest-rated job applicants. Negro leaders 
charge the rule has become the means of 
discriminating against qualified Negro job 
seekers. 

Charges of this kind have been made for 
several years. The basis of the current alle- 
gations is a report compiled by Alderman 
William L. Clay, Twenty-sixth Ward Demo- 
erat, Among other things the Clay report 
lists some 39 merit system city offices in 
which no Negroes are employed. This statis- 
tic is the starting point for a conclusion of 
discrimination based on a comparison with 
the patronage-operated “county offices,” in 
which more than a few Negroes are employed. 

Such a comparison, however, does not of 
itself prove that discrimination exists. For 
proof, one would have to be able to show that 


‘Negroes with high scores on job tests had 


been passed over for whites with lower scores. 
Evidence like this cannot easily be nailed 
down because, in the interest of non-discrim- 
ination, job applicants are not identified in 
the records by race. 

Nevertheless it should be possible to estab- 
lish whether the rule of three is being abused 
or not, and the Civil Service Commission, to- 
gether with the Council on Human Relations, 
ought to look into it. Violation of the merit 
system’s anti-discrimination provision is 4 
misdemeanor carrying with it automatic re- 
moval from office. If the merit system is to 
flourish, all its basic principles must be 
observed, and one of these is no discrimina- 
tion by race. ~ 


Progress at Geneva 
There was something a bit unreal about 
the United States objection to seating three 
Laotian delegations at the Geneva conference, 
and it is just as well that it was with- 
drawn. The United States was at first willing 
to accept only the delegation of the Western- 
backed royal government, but on Monday re- 
luctantly agreed to the British-Soviet formula. 
This called for equal representation for the 
rebel Pathet Lao group, the self-styled neu- 
tralist delegation and the royal government. 
The United States apparently accepted the 
formula to enable the conference to proceed. 
But, unfortunately, hoiding out for repre- 
sentation by the royal government was incon- 
sistent with the facts in the first places The 
rebels control about two thirds of Laos and 
there is every indication they could mop up 
the remainder in short order if they wished, 
So they are in a position to make demands. 
The leaders of the three factions are not 
in Geneva. They are remaining in Laos in the 
hope that some sort of political settlement can 
be achieved there. If they can reach agree- 
ment, a delegation from a unified government 
might go to Geneva as an active participant. 
The British-Soviet formula calls for members 
of the three delegations to be observers, or 
“Laotian delegates.” This could mean further 
complications among the Laotians themselves, 
but it settled the big-power difference. 
There is likely to be a good deal of this 
sort of jockeying as the 14-nation conference 
progresses, especially if it develops into a 
meeting at which much more than the fate 
of Laos is discussed. Swiss business men say 
the Chinese Communists are planning a stay 
of at least six months; the Communists have 
rented 20 automobiles for that period. The 
United States does not recognize Red China, 
yet our delegates will be sitting across the 
table from the Chinese Communists discuss- 
ing the future of Southeast Asia. 
This could involve the reason why the Lao- 
tian rebels agreed to a cease-fire and confer- 
~ ence at a time when they held all, or most, 
of the cards. The conclusion is almost inescap- 
able that something much bigger than Laos is 
at stake here. What it may be is not alto- 
gether clear, but it should become apparent 
before long.

_ While most of Western civilization is 
familiar with the Five Books of Moses 
and the writings of the 
prophets, only a small part has dipped 
into the vast and varied corpora of 
Jewish literature, which goes back 
more than 2000 years and which is still 
being studied for insights into the na- 
ture and meaning of man, the universe 
and God. 

A historical survey of those writ- 
ings is now presented with a brilliance 
of scholarship, organization and reada- 
bility that marks it as a literary land- 
mark.

posedly, has been one of the causes of 
Russian obduracy in the past. 

The Russian people, if the citizens of 
Moscow may be taken as an example 
—though they cannot be counted typi- 
cal in a country so vast and so diverse 
—were riding high with him. They 
knew that many things were difficult, 
some of them officially admitted to be 
so, but they, too, were tough and con- 
fident. 

Even to a transient visitor it was 
apparent in any case that they felt 
good and that, ready though’ they 


might be to give Castro a full welcome .

By 1953, in the first year of 
President Eisenhower's Admin- 
istration, it had become plain 
that the French were losing the 
Indochinese war. At the turn of 
the year Secretary Dulles real- 
ized that French power was 
doomed, and that only interven- | 
tion by the United States could 
prevent the whole of Indochina 
from falling into the hands of 
the Communists, backed by Red 
China. 


lt was at this critical juncture 
that Mr. Dulles proclaimed the 
celebrated doctrine of ‘‘massive 
retaliations.”’ 


The Dulles policy was to pro- 
tect Indochina by the threat of 
dropping nuclear bombs on China 
or Russia or both. In 1954 this 
was a workable policy. For while 
the Soviet Union had broken our 
nuclear monopoly in 1949, im 1954 
it was just about to master the 
hydrogen bomb and it had no/| 
missile force comparable with 
the bombers of the American | 
Strategic Air Force. 


But in the years immediately | 
after 1954, the Soviet Union 
began to acquire missiles and 
nuclear weapons in sufficient |

Missouri Synod Advised to 
Cut All Ties With Four 
Church Groups. 


MILWAUKEE, May 17 (AP)— 
The conservative Lutheran 
Church-Missouri Synod last night 
was urged to hit harder at Com- 
and sever all connec- 
tions with four church organi- 
rations, including the National 
Lutheran Council 

Delegates attending the clos- 
ing session of the two-day Lu- 
theran Free Conference heard 
several protests as the resolu- 
tion on Communism was de- 
bated before approval. 

Church groups from which the 
delegates seek separation are, 
in addition to the Luthezan Coun- 


cil, the Lutheran World Federa- | 


tion and the National and World 
Councils of Churches. 

On the Communist issue, the 
resolution asked the synod “‘to 
instruct the board of higher ed- 
ucation to direct teachers of 
social science in synod institu- 
tions te instruct their pupils as 
to the destructive character and 
tactics of the Communist and 
related ideologies and to com- 
pile lists of competent speakers 
on the subject.” 

Dr. N. S. Tjernagel, « social 
science teacher at Concordia Col- 
lege at River Forest, Ill., object- 
ed, saying: 

“I'm quite sure our social 
science teachers are already do- 
ing what the resolution asks. It's 
an insult for the church to have 
to tell us this. We know the Mis- 
souri synod is opposed to Com- 
munism.”

even maintain, problems but do 
not remove them. For example, 
his depressed areas bill merely 
keeps West Virginia alive, as the 
British dole kept Wales alive, 
but doew not really retrain or 
transfer the workers there into 
other jobs and areas where they 
might find a new life. 

The same thing is true of the 
increasingly large number of 
workers being laid off as a re- 
sult of automatic machinery and 
foreign competition. The same 
thing is true of the aid to the 
underdeveloped countries. The 
President can get the consent of 
Congress to deal with the conse- 
quences of problems but not to 
make a fundamental attack on 
the problems; to maintain things 
as they are but not to transform 
things: to deal with effects but 
not with causes 

This has been his basic di- 
lemma ever since he came to 
power. He has talked about 
transforming our society so it 
could solve its problems at home 
and overseas, but the programs 
he has introduced are not trans- 
forming anything: they are 
merely slowing down the rate 
of decline 

Thus the President is getting 
much of what he asks for but 
not what he really wants, and 
there is no real evidence that 
Congress is in a mood to go 
along with him on untraditional 
programs to meet the untradi- 
tional problems

Negroes out of their schools. 
But they are adamantly opposed 
to integration. 

So, when the county was con- 
fronted with a court order to 
desegregate its public schools 
beginning in the fall of 1959, the 
white leaders simply shut down 
the public school system. 

Since that time, the 1500 white 
children have continued their 
education in a well-run system 
of private schools, financed 


largely through ‘‘tuition grants” | 


from the state and county gov- 
ernments. 


The same tuition grants are 
available to Negro children and 
white business men have offered 
to help set up private schools 
for them, too. But the Negro 
community has declined to have 
anything to do with this arrange- 
ment. which it regards as a 
device for perpetuating segre- 
gation 

About 300 of the county's Ne- 
gro children have been sent 
away to schools in other areas. 
But at least 1400 Negro boys 
and girls are still in the county, 
and for the last two years, they 
have had no education worthy 
of the name. Some of them show 
up for two or three hours a day 
at ‘training centers’ which Ne- 
gro adults have set up in church 
basements and other makeshift 
quarters. But many of them, 
especially the older boys, simply 
wander aimlessly around the 
streets. 

LAST MONTH the _ United 
States Department of Justice, in- 
tervening for the first time as a 
plaintiff in a desegregation case, 
asked the federal court in Rich- 
mond to order the reopening of 
Priny > Edward's public schools. 
To enforce compliance, the De- 
partment of Justice proposed 
cutting off tax funds from all 
public schools in Virginia until 
free public education is resumed 
in Prince Edward county 


Oren R. Lewis heard arguments 
on the case May &-9, and prom- 
ised an early decision. In Farm- 
ville, whites and Negroes are 
awaiting the court's ruling. A 
substantial number of the white 
persons feel bad about the Ne- 
gro children’s lack of education 
and privately express the view 
that it would be a good thing

This arrangement—indeed, al- 
most any arrangement other 
than the present one—would be 
welcomed by at least one Negro 
citizen of Prince Edward county. 
Her name is Carol, and she is 
eight years old. Last fall, her 
parents sent her to live with an 
aunt in Petersburg, Va., so she 
could attend first grade in a 
public school there. 

The other day, Carol's mother 
was unpacking a laundry box 
she had mailed home.

As the nation’s capital, Wash- 
ington was expected to set an 
example of prompt and peaceful 
compliance with the court de- 
cree. School authorities accepted 
the challenge and ordered com- 
plete integration at all grade 
levels in the fal] of 1954. 

There were a few initial dem- 
onstrations and an attempted 
strike by white students, but firm 
disciplinary action quickly re- 
stored order. ‘‘We've had no 
serious trouble since then,”’ said 
Dr. Hansen. 

Academic standards in the seg- 
regated Negro schools had been 
far lower than in the white 
schools, and there was wide- 
spread apprehension that integra- 
tion would ‘“‘pull all of the chil- 


In the |

averted by adopting a new kind 
of segregation—by ability rather 
than race. A four-track curricu- 
lum was installed, with children 
grouped according to their Jearn- 
ing capacity, from a bright hon- 
ors group to a seriously retarded 
remedial group. 

Efforts were also made to im- 
prove the quality of education 
for all children. Life adjustment 
frills were scrapped and new 
emphasis placed on hard work 
in the fundamentals. Teachers’ 
salaries were increased and, de- 
spite a rapid growth in enroll- 
ment, the teach-student ratio 
was improved. 


THESE EFFORTS have paid 
off in a constantly rising level 
of achievement. The first city- 


' wide tests administered after in- 


tegration, reflecting the poor 
preparation. of the Negro stu- 
dents, resulted in median scores 
far below national norms. Today 


approximate the natioinal norms 
and for children in the faster 


tracks the scores are far above 


the norms. 


This has been accomplished 
despite a heavy migration of 
Negroes from the rural South 
to the inner city areas of Wash- 
ington, which has caused the 
school population to become 
more than 70 per cent Negro. 

“I think it has been. proved 
here,” said Dr. Hansen, ‘‘that 
Negro children can learn as well 


as anyone else when they have 


a fair opportunity, and that de- 
segregation can be carried out 
successfully, without harm to 
children of either race, wherever 
there is a firm will to tackle 
the task.”’

KENNEDY WARNS 
OF DANGERS Ih 
MISSILE TIE-UPS 


— 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (UPI) 
~—Secretary of Labor Arthur J. 
Goldberg, armed with a strong 
appeal from President Kennedy, 
was reported optimistic today 
about chances of a no-strike, no- 
slowdown agreement for missile 
and space bases. 

Goldberg's aids sai he be- 
lieved he could find a solution 
that union and management of- 
ficers would accept to prevent 
delays and costly work prac- 
tices at missile-launching sites. 

Mr. Kennedy warned yester- 
day that the nation’s safety and 
the lives of all Americans were 
linked to the missile program 
and America’s space achieve- 
ments. 

“The United States cannot af- 
ford the luxury of avoidable de- 
lays in our missile and space 
programs,"’ Mr. Kennedy said 
in a letter to Goldberg. 

“Neither can we tolerate 
wasteful and expensive habits 
and practices which add to the 
great financial burden our de- 
fense effort already places on 
us,"’ the President said. 

The letter was read by Gold- 
berg to leaders of building 
trades and industrial unions 
whose members work at the 
missile bases. It was relayed to 
representatives of construction 
firms and defense contractors 
that make the missiles. 


This was the Government's 
latest step in working out a no- 
strike, no-lockout agreement 
for submission to the unions and 
companies involved, in what 
Mr. Kennedy called vital work. 

Goldberg was reported to be 
preparing also a recommenda- 
tion to Mr. Kennedy that would 
end wages of $500 a week and 
up for union craftsmen on the 
sites. 

Testimony before a Senate in- 
vestigating subcommittee indi- 
cated that workmen demanded 
large overtime payments to 
guarantee continued production 
at the missile bases. 

Goldberg was delving also into 
the problems created by the 
clash -between building trades 
and industrial unions and con- 
tractors and manufacturing 
firms at Cape Canaveral, Fla., 
and other test centers. 

These problems arise when 
the contractors and craft unions 
demand to do work that is 


claimed by the missile-making | 


firms and the industrial unions 
that represent their employes. 

Goldberg, who said he received 
a pledge of co-operation from 
unions, companies and Govern- 
ment agencies, was reperted 
putting this broad agreement 
into specific terms. Reducing the 
co-operation pledge to writing 
may bring new problems, Gold- 
berg’s aids said.

Jurisdictional Dispute. 

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
May 17 (AP)—Fifteen members 
of the Millwrights Union walked 
off jobs on three missile com- 
plexes yesterday, apparently in 
a jurisdictional dispute with the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration. 

Air Force officials said they 
were not certain of the reason 
for the walkout, but they be- 
lieved the union was protesting 
against NASA’s use of civil serv- 
ice personnel on certain jobs. 
Union officers could not be 
reached for comment.

A budget of $1,523,409 for the 
coming fiscal year was recom- 
mended to the Webster Groves 
City Council by City Manager 
Richard L. Black yesterday.

Missouri campers: The squir- 
rel season is open until June 
15: rabbits are legal and all 
species of fish may be taken. 
There is a year-round open 
season on black bass in the 
impoundments but they are 
taboo until May 29 on all the 
streams except a specified por- 
tion of the Niangua river. 
Wildflowers are to be found in 
profusion in early June and 
the fields and hills are ver- 
dant. The smaller streams are 
running at full flow and the 
stagnant, scum-covered, shal- 
low ends of the deeper holes 
encountered during the hot 
summer months are non-ex- 
istent. 

Most campers like to ‘‘live 
off the land” instead of de- 
pending on ‘canned and dehy- 
drated foods for their meals. 
The smaller tributaries will 
contribute enough panfish, such 
as bluegill and goggle-eye, to 
feed the camp, and float trips 
are not only productive fish- 
wise but are also a pleasant 
way to spend a day away from 
camp. 


Floats by Youngsters 


Nowadays it is not uncom- 
mon to encounter a flotilla of 
canoes or john boats on the 
streams, usually a group of 
youngsters who make no effort 
at fishing, but are content to 
take pictures.of the scenery; 
swim and relax and enjoy the 
outdoors as they float along. 
They pitch camp on some high 
gravel bar each night, cook 
their meals streamwide and 
move on downstream the next 
morning. Some of these floats 
are of a week's duration, and 
the float-campers are picked 
up by trucks at the end of 
their journey and hauled back 
to their point of embarkation. 
They carry a minimum of 
camping equipment. 

In early June young frying- 
size squirrels and rabbits can 
be added to the camp larder. 
The bushytails are usually 
hunted in the early mornings 
and cottontails are found 
“dusting” alongside a dim, 
trail road just before sunset. 

In a well-organized camp the 
plans for the next day are dis- 
cussed over the evening fire. 
One of the group may wish to 
wade a nearby creek and fly 
fish. Perhaps two will plan a 
float trip and outline the time 
an place to be picked up at 
their journey’s end. Others will 
want to hunt. 

Most of Missouri's major 
streams are of sufficient depth 
to permit the use of an out- 
board motor. When the fishing 
day is ended, the motor is 
started and the anglers wend 
their way upstream to camp. 
An all-day float trip down- 
stream usually requires only 

an hour or so of time to return 
to the camp, depending on the 
horsepower of the outboard 
motor. 


Camps Go Modern 


Gone from the modern 
camps are the ‘‘crotches and 
crosspole”’ devices once used 
to support the kettles of cook- 
ing food above the fire. The 
tripod is seldom seen any 
more. It was formed from 
three green poles whose tops, 
when crossed and lashed to- 
gether, stood directly over the 
campfire. Cooking utensils 
were suspended by the bail 
from the tripod with notched 
poles. Flat-surfaced rocks were 
used to support a frying pan. 
Pine boughs were often used

Jim Bishop 
Caught in the Past 
By Ship’s Whistle 


NEW YORK, May 17. 
THE SOUNDS FROM THE STREETS of New York bounce 
18 stories to my hotel window easily, Years ago, Damon 
Runyon said: “Just listen to it roar!” It does. There is a 
subdued roar to the cacophony of taxicabs, subways, people, 
iy planes, tugboats, busses 
and trucks. It is steady 
and unremitting. Out of 
it, I heard the whistle of 
one ship. 

It was the basso pro- 
fundo farewell of a vessel 
about to put to sea, I was 
packing clean shirts, and 
the sound stopped me. 
There was something sor- 
rowful and ominous as 
though, long ago, I had 
heard an identical sound. 
I raised the blinds and, by 
looking diagonally out the 
window, I could see the 
Hudson river above Forty- 
second street. 

One glance was enough. 
I saw the huge red, white 

| and blue funnels of the 

JIM BISHOP liner United States. She 

was backing out slowly, 

loaded with passengers for Le Havre, Southampton and 

Bremerhaven. I sailed on her almost four years ago. It was 

on the sun deck, while the all-ashore whistle was blowing 

its deep dismal dirge that I kissed Elinor goodby and never 
saw her again. 


Why, out of all the sounds of the city, one should 
stop me, I do not know. It is difficult to live in the 
present, ridiculous to live in the future and impossible 
to live in the past. Nothing is as far away as one 
minute ago. Still, I heard the whistle and I stopped 
what I was doing and wondered why I felt sad. 


The liner turned her big black bows south and proceeded 
down the river to the open sea. She was silent. So was I. 
As she disappeared, I knew that there were hundreds of 
people aboard who were unpacking, shaking out dresses and 
suits and hanging them in closets, looking out portholes and 
saying happily: ‘Well, we’re on our way.” 

My watch said 12:30 p.m., so I knew that stewards would 
be walking the decks, hitting big gongs with felt hammers, 
calling the passengers to the first lunch. In the dining salons 
there would be gay flowers on all the tables, and big platters 
with cold roasts and salads and, in a little mall there would 
be a stringed orchestra playing gay waltzes. 

By 2 p.m. the ship would have paused to drop the pilot at 
Ambrose Light. Then Captain Anderson would ring up the 
engine room for 39 rpm’s and four propellers the size of 
homes would start to churn the sea deep and white and the 
United States would head east-northeast at 31 knots.

How to Fix 


THE WALLS in bathrooms and 
kitchens are often covered with 
such materials as wall linoleum, 
tileboard, oilcloth, waterproof 
wallpaper and similar materials.

MISS HARPER LEE, who 
says back home in Monroeville, 
Ala., she’s generally addressed 
as “Hey you,” is rather hoping 
that one of the prizes of fame 
will be privacy. 

Miss Lee is the winner of the 
Pulitzer Prize for Fiction for 
her novel “To Kill a Mocking- 
bird.” A stocy about childhood 
in the Deep South, it was a best 
seller and her first published 
work. 

Miss Lee was interviewed in 
the New York offices of her 
publisher, Lippincott, the other 
day. Sipping black tea out of a 
paper carton, she resolved nev- 
er to write a “Yankee” novel, 
confessed she was still numb 
with surprise, declared that for 
getting work done, Monroeville 
was getting worse than New 
York. 

“I don’t have to wind up like 
a method actor,” she said. ‘But 
I do have to be alone and 
quiet when I work. I think | 
will go down to the swamps.”’
